Bill Introduced to Raise 
Tariff on Farm Products 


Dickinson Measure Plans Greater Protection for Cattle, 
Hides, Swine, Meats, Corn and Oil. 
Referred to Committee. 


(Associated Press.) 

In the face of opposition on the part 
of the Republican party leaders to re- 
vision of the tariff at this time, Rep- 
resentative Dickinson (Republican), 
lowa, yesterday proposed an increase in 
the import rates on more than a dozen 
farm commodities and the transfer of 
a number of others from the free to 
the protected list. 

He introduced a bill to that end and 
it was referred to the ways and means 
committee which must pass on tariff 
legislation, but predictions, based on 
the line-up of the House recently on 
the tariff question, for’ the most part 
were that it would not get far. 


Dickinson is a leader of the farm bloc | 


in the House and his proposal is de- 
signed to benefit the farmers. While 
Democrats and a number of Republit- 
cans from the farm sections are expect- 
ed to favor a report of the measure 
from committee, Democratic leaders 
have declined to commit themselves 
to any program on the floor, 

Several days ago, the Senate resolu- 
tion which called for a scaling down of 
“execessive” tariff duties as a means of | 


affording farm relief, was tabled by | 


the House by a rather decisive vote, 
this result being considered by many 
members as an indication that the 
House is in no mood to readjust tariff 
schedules. 

Among the products the Dickinson 
bill would afford greater tariff protec-

Animals Perish in Blaze. 


Five horses and eight hogs were 
burned alive in the blaze which raged 
for five hours in the outbuildings. 
Fifty head of cattle were saved through 
the efforts of Thomas Lee, a neighbor, 
who worked feverishly to drive the 
animals from the burning barns before 
firemen reached the scene. Crazed ty 
the flames, the horses could not be 
forced from their stables. 

Three barns, two silos, a garage, light 
plant and woodshed were consumed by 
the fire, and the walls of the farmhouse 
nearest the blaze were blistered by the 
intense heat. Mr. Auth, who arrived at 
the scene after the general alarm had 
been sounded, estimated that 250 tons 
of hay and 400 barrels of corn were 
destroyed. A new motor truck and two 
automobiles burned with the garage. 

Mrs. Hoffman, who with her husband 
was the sole. occupants of the farm- 
house, discovered the blaze abot 10 
o’clock, shortly after Hoffman had left 
for southern Maryland to hire a new 
farm hand to replace Johnson. The fire 
appeared to have started at two points, 
ehe said. as fiames and smoke were 
pouring from two of the barns 


Gravel Pit Supplies Water. 


Mrs. Hoffman tmmediately called Chief 
Operator Loretta Ridgely, of the Marl- 
boro Telephone Exchange, and Guy 
Truman, of the Red Corners general 
store, who assisted in spreading the 
alarm. Two engines of No. 15 Engine 
Co., and volunteer departments from 
Seat Pleasant, Capitol Heights and 
Boulevard Heights responded. 

Sergt. C. L. Satterfield, of No. 15 En- 
gine Co., immediately took charge of 
operations and concentrated his forces 
of about 30 men on that portion of the 
blaze nearest the house. Water was 
pumped from a gravel pit nearly a 
quarter of a mile away. Not until after 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, after 115,000 
galions of water had been poured into 
the ruins, was the blaze safely under 
control. 

Hoffman said he employed Johnson 
about two months ago when he applied 
at the farm for a job. At that time he 
said he was from North Carolina. He 
made no remonstrances when he was 
discharged yesterday morning, but 
packed his suit case and apparently left 
the farm. When Hoffman left the es- 
tate in search of a new hand, he 
passsed Johnson seated beside the road, 
his head resting in his hands and the 
suitcase at his side, he said. Hoffman 
declared he heard nothing about the 
fire until he returned to the farm yes- 
terday afternoon. 

On arrival at the farm Auth directed 
that the cattle be driven to the com- 
pany’s stock yards at Benning, and ar- 
ranged for coffee and sandwiches to be 
distributed to the firemen. The $60,000 
loss, the said, was partially covered by 
insurance.

During the course of the examina- | 
tion, Fisher suddenly jumped to his feet 
and ran to a window crying “Fire—fire,” | 
Dr. Hickling asserted. The physicians 
in the room at the time, all men of 
normal hearing, believed Fisher's ac- 
tions caused by a mental lepse, as there 
were no signs of smoke and no sound of 
fire apparatus audibie. 

About two minutes later, Dr. Hickling 
declared, the physicians distinctly heard 
the sound of the approaching fire ap- 
paratus. Psychiatrists explained that 
Fisher’s actions were illustrative of the 
obsession which motivates the acts of 

pyromaniac, and which tend to 
influence senses which. he is accustomed 
to bring into play in connection with 
fires. 

isher promised to try and remember 
all incidents in connection with the 
incendiary blazes to which he admits 
and others which he believes he may 
have been responsible for, providing 
physicians at Gallinger Hospital permit 
one of his brothers to be present at 
the time.

There will 247 rotating electric beacons, 
460 gas beacons, and 112 Ighted inter- 
mediate fields along the route.

60 miles, relaying weather reports and 
predictions by radlo.

The contrast between the Michigan and Cali- 
fornia child murder cases is marked. Hick- 
nan, sitting in a Los Angeles cell, is planning

American practice draws its murder- 
ers through a long trial, and provides a long 
period between sentence and execution in which 
the crime and the victim are forgotten. If 
Michigau had inflicted. upon Hotelling the 
death penalty as quickly and as quietly as it 
sentenced him to life imprisonment at hard 
labor, the Nation would have approved this 
punishment for an unspeakably atrocious crime. 
Had Michigan. inflicted the death penalty, 
others who may be tempted to commit similar 
crimes might have been deterred by the fear 
that their own lives would quickly pay the for- 
feit.

When the original 
bidder’s hand may be strong enough to 
produce a game even if the partner be 
Aceless and without the strength for

Trumps should be bid. Should the orig- 
inal bidder content himself with two 
and the partner have strength enougli | 
to make the combined hands good for 
three-odd; the two-bid would cost gaine 
whenever the partner felt too weak to 
jump three. To bid three No Trumps 
originally, the hand should contain: 

(a) Every suit safely stopped;
